LAWS   OF   THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Th'rty- 
eighth  Congress. 

[PUBLIC— NO.  148.] 
[Continued.] 

Soc.  23.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any 
assessor  shall  demand  of,  or  receivo  directly  or 
indirectly  from,  any  assistant  assossor,  as  a  con- 
dition of  his  appointment  to  or  continuance  in 
his  said  office  of  assistant  assessor,  any  portion 
of  the  compensation  herein  allowed  such  assistant 
assessor,  or  any  other  consideration,  suoh  assess- 
or so  offendiog  shall  be  summarily  dismissed  from 
oeffie,  and  shall  bo  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  upon  conviction  of  said  of- 
fence in  any  district  or  circuit  court  of  the  Unitod 
States  of  the  district  in  which  suoh  offence  may 
bo  committed. 

Sec.  24.  -And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
assistant  assessor  shall  make  out  their  acoounts 
for  pay  and  charges  allowed  by  law  monthly, 
specifying  each  item  and  including  the  date  of 
each  day  of  scrvioe,  and  shall  transmit  the  same 
verified  by  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  assessor  of 
the  district,  who  shall  thereupon  examine  the 
same,  and,  if  it  appear  just  and  in  accordance 
with  law,  he  shall  endorse  his  approval  thereon, 
but  otherwise  shall  return  the  same  with  objec- 
tion. Any  such  account  so  approved  may  be  pre- 
scnled  by  the  assistant  assessor  to  the  collector  of 
the  district  for  payment,  who  shall  thereupon 
pay  the  same,  and,  when  receipted  by  the  assis- 
tant assessor,  bo  allowed  therefor  upon  presenta- 
tion to  the  Commissioner  of  Intornal  Revenue. 
Where  any  account,  so  transmitted  te  the  asses- 
sor, shall  be  objected  to,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
assistant  assessor  may  appeal  to  the  Commission- 
er of  Internal  Revenne,  whose  decision  on  the 
case  shall  be  final.  And  should  it  appear,  at  any 
time,  that  any  assessor  has  knowingly  or  negli- 
gently approved  any  account,  as  aforesaid,  al- 
lowing any  assistant  assessor  a  sum  larger  than 
was  due  according  to  law,  it  shall  be  tho  duty  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenuo,  upon 
proper  proof  thereof,  to  deduct  the  sum  se  allow- 
ed from  any  pay  which  may  bo  duo  to  such  asses- 
sor;  or  the  Commissioner  as  aforesaid  may  direct 
a  suit  to  be  bronght  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  against  tho  assossor  or  assistant  as- 
sessor in  default,  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount 
knowingly  or  negligently  allowed,  as  hereinbefore 
mentioned:  Provided,  That  in  estimating  tho  al- 
lowance to  bo  made  to  assistant  assessors  for  pe- 
riods of  service  less  than  a  day,  eaoh  ten  hours 
shall  bo  deemed  the  equivalent  of  a  day. 

Sec.  25.  [Anif  be  it  further  enacted,]  That  there 
shall  be  allowed  to  collectors,  in  full  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  and  that  of  their  deputies, 
a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to 
be  paid  quarterly,  and  in  addition  thoreto  a  com- 
mission of  three  per  centum  upon  tho  first  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  nnd  a  commission  of  one 
per  centum  upon  all  sums  above  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  and  not  exceeding  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  and  a  commission  of  one-half  of 
one  per  oentum  on  all  sums  above  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  such  commissions  to  bo  comput- 
ed upon  the  amounts  by  them  respectively  col- 
lected and  paid  over  and  accounted  for  under  the 
instructions  of  tho  Treasury  Department.  And 
there  shall  bo  further  paid,  after  tho  account 
thereof  has  been  renderod  to  and  approved  by 
the  propor  officers  of  the  Troasury,  to  each  col- 
lector bis  necessary  and  reasonable  charges  for 
stationery  and  blank  books  used  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  official  duties,  and  for  postage  aotual- 
ly  paid  on  letters  and  documents  received  and 
sent,  and  exclusively  relating  to  official  business  ; 
but  no  such  account  shall  be  approved  unless  it 
shall  stato  the  date  and  the  particular  items  of 
every  such  expenditure,  and  shall  be  verified  by 
the  oath  or  affirmation  of  the  collector  :  Provided, 
That  the  salary  and  commissions  of  no  collector, 
exclusive  of  stationery,  blank  books,  and  pos- 
tage, shall  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  in  the 
aggregate,  nor  more  than  live  thousand  dollars 
exclusive  of  the  expenses  for  rent,  stationery, 
blank  books,  and  postage,  antl  pay  of  deputies 
and  clerks,  to  which  such  collector  is  actually  and 
necessarily  subjected  in  tho  administration  of  bis 
office  :  Provided,  further,  That  the  Secrotary  of 
tho  Treasury  be  authorized  to  mako  such  further 
allowances,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  reason- 
able in  cases  in  which,  from  the  territorial  extent 
of  the  district,  or  from  the  amount  of  internal 
duties  collected,  or  from  other  circumstances,  it 
may  seem  just  te  make  such  allowance. 

Soc.  26.  And  be-  it  further  enac'ed,  That  in  tho 
adjustment  of  the  accounts  of  assessors  and  col- 
lectors of  internal  revenue  which  shall  accrue  af- 
ter the  thirtieth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-feur,  and  in  thepaymentof  their  compensa- 
tion for  services  aftor  that  date,  the  fiscal  year  of 
the  Treasury  shall  bo  observed  ;  and  where  such 
compensation,  or  any  part  of  it,  shall  be  by  com- 
missions upon  assessments  or  collections,  and 
shall  during  any  year,  in  consequence  of  a  new 

apportion.  t.    [appointment,]  be  due  to  more 

than  one  assessor  or  collector  in  the  same  district, 
such  commissions  shall  be  apportioned  between 
such  assessors  or  collectors  acoording  to  the 
amounts  collected  by  them  respectively  ;  but  in 
no  case  shall  a  greater  amount  of  theoommissions 
be  allowed  to  two  or  more  assessors  or  collectors 
in  tho  same  district  than  is  or  may  be  authorized 
by  law  to  bo  allowed  to  one  assessor  or  collector. 
And  tho  salary  and  commissions  of  assessors  and 
collectors  heretofore  earned  and  accrued  shall  be 
adjusted,  allowed,  and  paid  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,  That  each 
collector,  on  receiving,  from  timo  to  time,  lists 
and  returns  from  the  said  assessors,  shall  sub- 
scribe throe  receipts  ;  one  of  which  shall  bo  made 
upon  a  full  and  correct  copy  of  each  list  or  return, 
and  be  delivered  by  him  to,  and  shall  remain 
with,  the  assessor  of  his  collection  district,  and 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  porson  who 
may  apply  lo  inspect  tho  same  ;  and  the  other 
two  shall  be  made  upon  aggregate  statements  of 
the  lists  or  returns  aforosaid,  exhibiting  thegress 
amount  of  taxes  to  be  colleoted  in  his  collection 
district,  one  of  which  aggregate  statements  and 
reoeipts  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Internal  Revenue,  and  the  other  to  the  First 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  28.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  oach  of 
said  collectors  shall,  within  twenty  days  after 
receiving  his  annual  collection  list  from  the  as- 
sessors, give  notice,  by  advertisement  published 
in  each  county  in  his  collection  district,  in  one 
newspaper  printed  in  such  county,  if  any  such 
there  be,  aid  by  notifications  to  be  posted  up  in 
at  loast  four  public  places  in  each  oounty  in  his 
collection  district,  that  the  said  duties  have  be- 
oome  duo  and  payable,  and  state  the  timo  and 
place  within  Baid  county  at  which  he  or  his  dep- 
uty will  attend  to  receive  the  same,  which  time 
shall  not  be  loss  than  than  ten  days  alter  such 
notification  ;  and  all  persons  who  shall  neglect 
to  pay  the  duties  and  taxes  so  as  aforesaid  as- 
sessed within  the  timo  specified,  shall  be  liable 
to  pay  ten  per  centum  additienal  upon  the  amount 
thereof,  the  faot  of  which  liability  shall  be  stated 
in  the  advertisement  and  notifications  aforesaid. 
ADd  if  any  person  shall  ucglect  to  pay  as  afore- 
said for  more  than  ten  days,  it  shall  bo  the  duty 
of  the  collector  er  his  deputy  to  issue  to  such 
person  a  notice  to  be  left  at  his  dwelling  or  usual 
place  of  business,  or  be  sent  by  mail,  demand 
ing  the  payment  of  said  duties  or  taxes,  stating 
the  amount  thereof,  with  a  fee  of  twenty  cents 
for  tho  issuing  and  service  of  such  notice,  and 
with  four  oonts  for  each  tnilo  actually  and  neces- 
sarily travelled  in  serving  the  same.  And  if 
such  persons  shall  not  pay  the  duties  or  taxes, 
with  the  penalty  aforesaid,  and  the  fee  of  twenty 
cents  and  mileage  as  aforesaid,  within  ton  days 
after  the  service  or  tho  sending  by  mail  of  such 
notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  or  his 
deputy  to  collect  tho  said  duties  or  taxes,  and 
fee  »f  twenty  cents  and  mileage,  with  ten  per 
centum  penalty  as  aforesaid .  And  with  respcot 
to  all  suoh  duties  or  taxes  as  arc  not  included  in 
the  annual  lists  as  aforesaid,  and  all  taxes  and 
duties  the  collection  of  which  is  not  otherwise 


provided  for  in  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  collector,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  to  demand 
paymont  thereof,  in  the  manner  last  mentioned, 
within  ten  days  from  and  after  receiving  the  list 
thoreof  from  the  assessor,  or  within  twenty  days 
from  and  after  tho  expiration  of  the  time  within 
which  such  duty  or  tax  should  have  been  paid  ; 
and  if  the  annual  or  other  duties  shall  not  be 
paid  within  ten  days  from  and  after  such  demand 
therefor,  it  shall  be  the  lawful  for  such  collector, 
or  his  deputies,  to  proceed  to  collect  tho  said  du- 
ties or  taxes,  with  ten  per  oontum  additional 
theroto,  as  aforesaid,  by  distraint  and  salo  of  the 
goods,  chattels,  or  effects  of  the  persons  delin- 
quent as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  destraint,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  charged  with  th> 
collection  to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  an  ac- 
count of  the  goods  or  chattels  distrained,  a  copy 
of  which,  signed  by  the  officer  making  n uch  dis- 
traint, shall  be  left  with  the  owner  or  possessor 
of  such  goods,  chattels,  or  effects,  or  at  his  or 
her  dwelling,  or  usual  place  of  business,  with 
some  person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion,  with 
a  note  of  the  sum  demunaed,  and  the  timo  and 
place  of  sale;  and  tho  said  officer  shall  forth- 
with causea  notification  to  be  published  in  some 
newspaper  within  the  county  wherein  said  dis- 
traint is  made,  if  there  is  a  newspaper  publish- 
ed in  said  county,  or  to  be  publicly  posted  up  ni 
tho  post  office,  if  there  be  ono  within  five  miles, 
nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  person  whose  pro 
perty  shall  be  distrained,  and  in  not  less  than  two 
other  public  places,  which  notice  shall  specify 
the  articles  distrained,  nnd  the  time  and  place 
for  the  sale  thereof,  which  time  shall  not  be  less 
than  ten  nor  moro  than  twenty  days  from  the 
date  of  such  notification,  and  the  place  pro- 
posed for  sale  not  more  than  five  miles  distani 
from  the  place  of  making  such  distraint :  Provi- 
ded, That  in  any  case  of  distraint  for  the  pay- 
mont o.  the  duties  or  taxes  aforesaid  the  goods, 
chattels,  or  effects  se  distrained  shall  and  may- 
be restored  to  the  owner  or  possessor,  if  prior  to 
the  sale  payment  of  the  amount  duo  or  tender 
tberoof  shall  be  made  to  the  proper  officer  charg- 
od  with  the  collection  of  the  full  amount  de- 
manded, together  with  such  fee  for  iovying,  and 
such  sum  for  the  necessary  nnd  reasonable  ex- 
penses of  removing,  advertising,  and  keeping 
the  goods,  chattels,  or  effects  so  distrained,  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenue  ;  but  in  case  of  non-payment  or 
tender,  as  aforesaid,  the  said  officers  shall  pro- 
ceed to  sell  the  said  goods,  chattels,  or  effects  at 
public  aution,  and  shall  and  may  retain  from  the 
procoeds  of  such  sale  the  amount  demandahle 
for  the  uso  of  the  United  States,  with  the  neces- 
essary  and  reasonable  expenses  of  distraint  and 
sale,  and  a  commission  of  five  per  centum  there- 
on  for  his  own  use,  rendering  the  overplus,  if 
any  there  be,  lo  the  person  whose  goods,  chat- 
tels, or  effects  ahall  bavo  boon  distrained:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  thcro  shall  be  exempt  from 
distraint  the  tools  or  implements  of  a  trade  or 
profession,  ono  cow,  arms,  and  provisions,  and 
household  furniture  kept  for  use,  and  apparel 
necessary  for  a  family. 

Sec.  29.  Ami  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in 
all  cases  where  the  property  liable  to  distraint 
for  duties  or  taxes  under  this  act  may  not  be  di- 
visible, so  as  to  enable  the  collector  by  a  sale  of 
part  thereof  to  raise  the  whole  amount  of  the 
tax,  with  all  costs,  charges,  and  commissions,  the 
whole  of  such  property  shall  be  sold,  and  the 
surplus  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  after  satis- 
fying the  duty  or  tax,  costs,  and  charges,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  owner  of  the  property,  or  his,  her, 
or  thoir  legal  representatives  ;  or  if  he,  sho,  or 
they  cannot  be  found,  or  refuso  to  receive  tho 
same,  then  such  surplus  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  bo  there 
held  f^r  tho  uso  of  tho  owner,  or  his,  her,  or 
their  legal  representatives,  until  he,  she,  or  they 
shall  mako  application  therefnr  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  who,  upon  such  application, 
shall,  by  warrant  on  tho  Treasury,  cause  the 
same  to  be  paid  to  tho  applicant.  And  if  the 
property  advortised  for  salo  as  aforesaid  cannot 
be  sold  for  tho  amount  of  the  duty  or  lux  duo 
thereon,  with  the  costs  and  charges,  the  collector 
shall  purchase  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  (Tailed 
States  for  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  said  tax 
or  duty,  with  the  cost,  and  charges  Ihereon. 
And  all  property  so  purchased  may  be  sold  by 
said  collector  under  such  regulations  us  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Rev- 
enue And  the  collector  shall  render  a  distinct 
account  of  all  charges  incurred  iu  the  oak  ..t 
such  property  to  tho  Commissioner  ot  Internal 
Revenue,  who  shall,  by  regulation  detcrmino  the 
fees  and  costs  to  be  allowed  in  cases  of  distraint 
and  other  seizures  ;  and  the  said  collector  shall 
pay  into  the  Treasury  the  surplus,  if  any  there 
be,  after  defaying  tho  charges. 

Sec.  30.  And  iic  it  further  enacted,  That,  in  any 
case  where  goods,  chattels,  or  effects  sufficient  to 
satisfy  tho  duties  imposed  by  this  act  upon  any 
person  liable  to  pay  tho  same  shall  not  be  found 
by  the  collector  or  depuiy  collector  whose  duty 
it  may  be  to  collect  the  same,  he  is  hereby  au 
thorized  to  collect  the  same  by  seizure  and  sale 
of  real  estate  ;  and  the  officer  making  such  seiz- 
ure and  sale  shall  give  notico  to  the  person 
whose  estate  is  proposed  to  be  sold,  by  giving 
him  in  hand,  or  leaving  at  bis  last  and  usual 
place  of  abode,  if  he  has  any  such  within  the 
collection  district  where  said  ostate  is  situated,  a 
notice,  in  writing,  slating  what  particular  estate  is 
proposed  to  be  sold,  describing  tbc  same  with 
reasonable  certainty,  and  tho  time  when  nnd 
place  where  said  officer  proposes  to  sell  tbc  same; 
which  time  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  forty  days  from  the  timo  of  giving 
said  notice.  And  the  said  officer  shall  also  cause 
a  notification  to  the  same  effect  to  be  published 
in  some  newspaper  within  tho  county  where  such 
seizure  is  made,  il  any  such  there  be,  nnd  shall 
also  cause  ft  like  notice  to  be  posted  up  at  the 
postoffice  nearest  to  the  estate  so  seized,  and  in 
two  other  public  places  within  the  county.  And 
the  place  ot  said  sale  shall  not  be  more  than  five 
miles  distant  from  tho  estate  seized,  except  by- 
special  order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue.  At  the  timo  nnu  place  appointed,  tho 
officer  making  such  seizuro  shall  proceed  to  sell 
tho  said  o»tate  at  public  auction,  offering  the 
same  at  a  minimum  price,  including  the  amount 
of  duties  with  the  ten  per  centum  addi- 
tional thereon,  tho  expense  of  making  such 
lovy  and  all  charges  tor  advertising,  and  an 
officer's  fee  of  ten  dollars.  And  if  no  person 
offersfor  said  estate  tho  amountof  said  minimum, 
the  officer  shall  declare  tho  same  to  be  purchased 
by  him  for  the  United  States,  and  shall  deposit 
with  tho  district  attorney  of  tho  United  States  a 
deed  thereof,  as  hereinafter  specified  and  provi- 
ded; otherwise,  the  same  shall  be  declared  In  bo 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder.  And  said  sale  may 
be  adjourned  by  said  officer  for  a  period  not  ex 
ceeding  live  days,  if  bo  shall  think  it  ndvisablc 
so  to  do.  If  the  amount  bid  shall  not  be  then 
and  there  paid,  tho  officer  shall  forthwith  pro 
ceod  to  again  sell  said  estate  iu  the  same  man 
ner.  If  the  amount  bid  shall  be  then  and  there 
paid,  tho  officer  shall  give  his  receipt  thircf.r, 
if  requested,  and  within  five  days  thereafter  he 
shall  make  out  a  deed  of  the  estate  so  sold  to 
the  purchaser  thereof,  and  execute  tho  same  in 
his  official  capacity,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
tho  laws  of  the  Stato  in  which  said  estate  may 
be  situated,  in  which  said  deed  shall  be  recited 
tho  fact  of  said  seizure  and  sale,  with  the  cause 
thereof,  tho  amount  of  duty  for  which  said  sale 
was  made,  and  of  all  charges  and  fees,  and  the 
amount  paid  by  the  purchaser,  and  all  his  act 
and  doings  in  relation  to  said  seizuro  and  sale, 
and  shall  have  the  same  ready  for  delivery  to 
said  purchaser,  and  shall  deliver  tho  same  ac- 
cordingly, upon  request  therefor.  And  said  deed 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidenco  of  the  truth  of  the 
facts  staled  therein,  and,  if  the  proceedings  of 
the  officer  as  set  forth  have  boen  substantially  in 
pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
considered  and  operate  as  a  conveyance  to  the 
purchaser  of  the  title  to  said  estate,  but  shall 
not  affoct  tho  rights  of  innocent  parties  acquired 
previously  to  the  claim  of  the  United  States  un- 
der this  act.  The  surplus,  if  any,  arising  from 
such  sale  shall  be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  this 
act  for  like  cases  arising  upon  sales  of  personal 
property.  And  any  porson  whoso  citato  may  be 
seized  for  duties,  nsaforessid,  shall  have  the  same 


right  to  pay  or  tender  the  amount  due,  with  all 
proper  charges  thereon,  prior  to  the  salo 
thereof,  and  thereupon  to  relieve  his  said  estate 
from  sale  as  aforesaid,  as  is  provided  in  this  act 
for  personal  property  similarly  situated.  And 
any  collector  or  deputy  collector  may,  for  tho  col- 
lection of  duties  imposed  upon  any  porson,  or 
for  which  any  person  may  be  liable  by  this  act, 
and  committed  to  him  for  collection,  seizo  and 
sell  the  lands  of  such  person  situated  in  anv  oth- 
er collection  district  within  the  Stato  in  which  said 
officer  resides ;  and  his  proceedings  in  relation 
thereto  slr.li  nave  the  same  effect  as  if  the  same 
were  had  jo.  his  proper  collection  district.  And 
the  owner  .  their  heirs,  executors,  or  adminis- 
trators, i  i  any  person  having  an  interest  therein 
or  a  lien  thereon,  or  any  person  on  their  behalf, 
shall  have  liberty  to  redeem  the  land  sold  as 
aforesaid,  within  one  yoar  from  and  niter  record- 
ing tbc  said  doed.up  in  payment  to  the  purchasor, 
or  in  case  h-  •  innot  be  found  in  the  county  where 
tho  land,  ii  situate  to  the  oolloctor,  for  the  use 
of  the  pu :,  baser,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  of  the 
amount  paid  by  the  purchasor,  with  interest  on 
tho  same  at  the  ralo  of  twenty  per  centum  per 
annum.  And  it  shall  bo  tbo  duty  of 
every  collector  to  keep  a  record  ofjall  sales  of 
land  made  in  his  collection  district,  whether  by 
himself  or  deputies,  in  which  shall  beset  forth 
the  *ax  fur  which  any  such  sale  was  made,  the 
dates  of  seizuro  and  sale,  the  name  of  the  party 
assessed,  and  all  proceedings  in  making  said  sale, 
Iho  amount  of  fees  and  expenses,  tho  n*ino  of 
the  purchaser,  and  the  date  of  the  deed;  which 
record  shall  be  certified  by  the  officer  making  tho 
sale.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  deputy 
making  sale  as  aforesaid,  to  return  a  statement 
of  all  his  proceedings  to  the  collcclor,  nnd  to 
ocrtify  the  record  therc.1.  Aud  in  case  of  the 
death  or  removal  of  the  collector,  or  the  expira- 
tion of  his  term  of  office  from  any  other  cause, 
said  record  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  district  tourt  of  the  United  States 
for  the  district  within  which  tho  said  collector  re- 
sided; and  a  copy  of  every.sueh  record,  certified 
by  the  collector,  or  by  the  clerk,  as  the  case  «nuy 
requiie,  shall  be  evidenco  in  any  court  of  the 
truth  of  the  facts  therein  stated.  And  when  any 
lands  sold,  as  aforesnid,  shall  l.e  redeemed  as 
hereinbefi  -c  provided,  tho  collector  or  clerk,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  make  an  entry  of  the  fact 
upon  Iho  record  uforesaid,  and  the  said  entry 
shall  be  evidence  ol  such  redemption.  And  the 
claim  of  the  Government  to  lands  sold  under  anil 
by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  bo 
held  to  ha  v»  accrued  at  tbo  lime  of  seizure  there- 
of. 

Soc.  .'ii  .  And  be  it  further  cua<  ted,  That  if  any 
collector  shall  find,  upon  any  list  of  taxes  return- 
ed to  him  for  collection ,  property  lying  within  his 
district  which  is  charged  with  any  specific  er  ad 
valorem  tax  or  duty,  but  which  is  not  ewned,  oc- 
cupied, or  superintended  by  somo  person  known 
to  such  collector  to  reside  or  to  have  some  place  of 
business  within  the  United  States,  one  upon 
which  the  duty  or  tax  has  not  been  paid  within 
the  timo  required  by  law,  such  collector  shall 
forthwith  take  such  property  into  his  custody, 
and  shall  advertise  tho  same,  anil  the  tax  charged 
upou  the  same,  in  some  newspsper  published  in 
his  district,  if  any  hall  be  published  therein, 
otherwise  in  some  newspaper  iu  an  adjoining  dis- 
trict, for  the  space  of  thirty  days  ;  and  if  the  tax- 
es thereon,  with  all  charges  for  advertising,  shall 
not  bo  paid  within  said  thirty  day .s,  such  collector 
shall  proceed  to  sell  the  same,  or  so  much  as  is 
necessary,  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  sale  of 
other  goods  distrained  for  tho  non-payment  of 
taxes,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  shall  satisfy  all 
taxes  charged  upon  such  property,  with  Iho  costs 
of  advertising  and  selling  the  Same.  And  like 
proceedings  to  those  provided  in  the  preceding 
section  for  tho  purchase  and  resale  of  property 
which  can  not  bo  sold  for  Iho  amount  of  duty  or 
tax  duo  thereon  shall  be  had  with  regard  to  prop 
erty  sob!  under  tho  provisions  of  this  section. 
And  any  surplus  arising  from  any  sale  herein 
provided  for  shall  be  paid  into  tho  Tioatury,  lor 
tho  benefit  of  the  owner  of  the  property.  And 
the  Secretary  of  tho  Treasury  is  authorized,  in 
any  case  where  money  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  for  the  benefit  of  any  owner  of  property 
sold  as  aforesaid ,  to  repay  Iho  same,  on  proper 
proof  being  luruishod  that  the  person  applying 
therefor  is  entitled  to  receive  tbo  same. 

Sec.  32.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when- 
ever ft  collector  shall  have  on  any  list  duly  ro- 
turned  to  him  the  name  of  any  person  not  within 
bis  collection  district  who  is  liable  to  tax,  or  of 
any  porson  so  liable  to  tax  who  shall  have,  in  the 
collection  district  in  which  he  resides,  no  sufficient 
property  subject  to  seizuro  or  distraint  from  w  hich 
the  money  due  for  duties  or  tax  can  bo  collected, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  collector  lo 
transmit  a  copy  on  statement  containing  the  name 
of  the  person  liable  to  such  duty  or  tax  as  aforo- 
said, with  the  amount  and  nature  thereof,  duly 
certified  under  his  ban  I,  to  the  collector  of  any 
district  to  which  said  person  shall  have  removed, 
or  iu  which  ho  shall  have  property,  real  or  per- 
sonal, liable  to  bo  seized  and  sold  for  duty  or  tax; 
and  the  collector  of  tho  district  to  whom  the  said 
certified  copy  or  statement  shall  be  transmitted 
shall  proceed  to  collect  tho  said  duty  or  tax  in  the 
samo  way  as  it  tho  name  of  tho  person  and  ob- 
jects of  tax  contained  in  the  certified  copy  or  state- 
ment where  on  any  list  furnished  lo  him  by  the 
assessor  of  his  own  collection  district  ;  and  the 
said  collector,  upon  receiving  said  certified  copy 
or  statement  as  aforesaid,  shall  irunsmit  his 
receipt  for  il  to  the  collector  or  sending  the  same 
to  him.  ., 

Sec.  33.  Ano!  It  it  further  unacted,  Thnl  the 
several  collectors  sbulj^  ul  the  expiration  ot  each 
and  every  month  after  they  shall,  respcctivqly, 
commence  their  collections,  transmit  to  the  Com- 
missioner ef  Internal  Revenuo  a  statement  of  the 
collections  made  by  them,  respectively,  within  the 
month,  and  pay  oyer  monthly,  or  at  such  time  or 
times  as  may  be  required  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenue,  the  moneys  by  them  respec- 
tively collected  within  the  said  term,  and  at  such 
places  as  may  he  do?ignated  aud  required  by  tkje 
Commirsioner  of  Internal  Rcvenuo  ;  and  each  of 
the  said  collectors  shall  complete  tho  collection  of 
all  sums  assigned  to  him  for  collection,  as  afore- 
said, shall  pay  over  tho  same  into  the  Treasury, 
and  shall  render  his  accounts  to  the  Treasury  De- 
partment as  often  as  he  may  be  roquired.

to  tho  provisions  of  this  uot,  to  hare  been  collec- 
ted :  PiOLvled.  That  il  hall  bt  provod  to  the 
satisfaction  of  i  he  C->uiuii.  .-.ioner  of  Intern  .1  il.  . 
enue  that  duo  diligence  wa-i  used  by  the  collector, 
nnd  thut  no  property  was  le.:t  from  ubioii  tho  du- 
ty or  tax  could  have  been  lecovciod,  who  shall 
certify  the  facts  f  j  tbu  First  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury.  And  each  collector  shall  olso  bo«cred- 
I  ited  with  the  amount  of  all  propc/ty  purchased 
by  him  fur  the  ut>o  of  tho  United  iitaics,  provided 
he  "hall  faithfully  aecouni  for  and  pay  over  the 


proceeds  thereof  upon  ft  resale  of  tho  same  as  re- 
quired by  this  act.

New  York  City  Correspondence. 

Editor  of  tht  Frankfort  Commonwealth 

Rev.  T.  C  McKee,  of  Kentucky,  ad- 
dressed a  "Democratic"  meeting  in  this  city, 
on  the  evening  of  the  18th  August.  The 
speech  was  only  remarkable  for  its  bitter- 
ness against  the  President  and  the  Admin- 
istration The  speaker  alluded  to  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  affairs  in  Kentucky,  and 
denounce  the  unconditional  Union  men  of 
the  State  as  the  only  real  enemies  of  the 
Government  in  Kentucky.  The  Frankfort 
Commonwealth,  and  the  Lexington  and 
Louisville  Administration  papers  were  taken 
up  and  denounced  as  the  three  teetering  sores 
and  blightning  curses  of  Kentucky  ! 

In  speaking  of  Gen.  Bcrbridgk  and  poli- 
cy ,  he  was  particularly  severe.    He  said  : 

"As  iudicated  a  few  days  ago,  by  one  of 
your  own  State  papers,  it  needs  only  that  a 
citizen  of  New  York  State  place  himself,  in 
imagination  in  Kentucky,  in  order  to  real- 
ize the  full  extent  of  the  crime  committed 
against  Kentucky,  and  against  American 
liberty,  in  these  arrest9.  It  is  susceptible  of 
demonstration,  that  the  whole  proceeding  is 
a  high  handed  attempt,  not  to  render  harm- 
less men  dangerous  to  the  community,  but  to 
break  down  by  the  bayonet  the  political  op- 
position to  the  Administration  in  the  State 
thus  insulted.  Mr.  Lincoln  is  determined, 
apparently,  that  whatever  he  does,  he  will 
use  military  power  to  prevent  the  ballot-box 
trom  recording  against  him  the  verdict  of 
the  people. 

"This  game  is  a  dangerous  one  It  can 
not  be  carried  far  with  impunitv.  The  peo- 
ple of  this  city ,  the  people  of' the  North, 
can  not  be  dragooned  into  giving  him  their 
votes.  He  may  succeed  in  Kentucky,  as  al- 
ready in  Maryland  and  Deleware,'in  pre- 
venting a  free  expression  of  popular  senti- 
ment at  the  polls.  Rut,  gentlemen,  let  me 
assure  you  of  one  thing,— the  people  of  Ken- 
tucky,—I  mean  tlte  great  mass— not  the 
partizan  friends  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  are  to  night, 
and  will  forever  remain,  opposed  to  him 
(Mr.  Lincoln,)  and  his  wicked  Administra- 
tion."

From  Danvillo  (KyO.Iribuno,  Aug.  26. 
A  Handsome  Improvement. — A  beautiful 
and  substantial  wrought  iron  fence  lias  re- 
cently been  completed  on  the  East  front  of 
the  premises  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb.  We  have  never  seen  a  hand- 
somer pattern.  It  was  put  up  by  Messrs. 
Gayi.ord  <k  Co.,  of  Cincinnati.  The  con- 
tract was  made  last  spring  a  year,  and  of 
course  the  manufacturers  must  have  lost 
money  at  the  present  prices  of  labor  and 
material.  But  the  contract  was  scrupulous- 
ly and  faithfully  fulfilled  This  completes 
the  improvements  which  have  been  under 
way  for  ten  years  or  more  at  this  Institu- 
tion. They  have  been  slowly,  economically 
and  fath fully  executed,  at  an  expense  to  the 
Slate  less  than  any  similar  public  improve- 
ment in  the  Commonwealth.  This  Institu» 
tion  has  now  fifty  acres  of  land  upon  which 
are  raised  by  the  labor  of  the  pupils,  all  the 
vegetables  used  for  the  whole  year,  some 
portion  ot  tin  meat  and  all  the  cows  and 
their  produce,  and  the  provender  with  which 
they  are  fed.  The  buildings  of  the  Institu- 
tion are  four  in  number.  The  main  build- 
ing is  a  fine  structure,  four  stories  and  a  half 
high,  in  the  Italian  syle,  and  faces  East  on 
Market  street.  Tho  School  House  and 
Chapel  are  in  the  Grecian  architecture, 
Doric  and  Ionic,  and  face  the  West  on  Main 
Crossstreet — the  whole  embowered  in  beau 
tiful  shade-trees  and  surrounded  by  shrub- 
bery and  flowers— a  most  pleasant  retreat 
for  the  unfortunates  for  whom  it  has  been 
provided,  and  who  are  invited  from  all  parts 
of  the  State  to  come  to  its  asylum  for  refuge 
from  their  hopeless  and  irredeemable  ignor- 
ance at  home.  The  war  has  reduced  the 
number  of  pupih  ons  third — still  there  were 
sixty  pupils  the  last  session.  The  next  ses- 
sion commences  October  1st.  This  deplora- 
ble war  removed  by  death  one  of  the  ablest 
and  most  valuable  instructors,  the  lamented 
J.  W.  Jacobs,  and  another,  Lieutenant  Tal- 
bott,  is  a  member  of  the  19th  Ky.  Regiment, 
in  Louisiana,  who  will  return  to  his  place  at 
the  expiration  of  his  service  next  winter. 

The  Situation  iu  Upper  East  Teunessee. 

We  learn  by  parties  who  left  Knoxville  on 
the  afternoon  of  August  24  and  came  by  the 
steamer  Holston  to  Kingston,  and  thence  by 
the  Missionary,  arriving  here  at  dark  last 
night,  thai  all  is  now  quiet  this  side  of  Lou- 
don. Wheeler  had  passed  up  on  the  South 
side  of  the  river,  through  Blount  and  Seviere, 
attacking  and  capturing  at  Marysville  a  small 
force  of  the  2d  Tennessee  Infantry — eighteen 
privates  under  Lieut.  Dowton.  This  party 
took  refuge  in  the  Court  House,  which  they 
hel  l  from  11  o'clock  Sunday  morning  until 
after  midnight;  and  surrendered  only  after 
a  large  part  of  the  town  had  been  burnt  and 
artillery  brought  to  bear  upon  their  place  of 
retreat. 

It  was  believed  that  Wheeler  would  at- 
tempt to  cross  the  river  above  Knoxville  and 
make  his  way  to  join  Morgan,  after  de- 
stroying the  railroad  bridge  at  Strawberry 
Plains. 

As  far  as  wc  can  ascerlian  his  movement, 
though  attended  with  a  good  deal  of  pillage 
and  private  injury,  has  so  far  beeu  almost 
destitute  of  military  results.  When  it  was 
understood  at  Knoxville  that  his  force  was 
approaching,  the  citizen  at  once  enrolled 
themselves,  to  aid  in  defending  the  place. 
Nine  companies,  of  one  hundred  men  and 
upwards  each,  were  organized  and  put  under 
drill.  Among^  the  officers,  we  learn,  were 
Capts.  John  Baxter,  W.  G.  Brownlow,  Jno. 
Netherland,  P.  Dickinson,  A.  A.  Kyle,  Ed. 
Trigg  and  Dr.  Jas.  Rodgers.  The  oldest  and 
best  citizens  entered  the  ranks  as  privates, 
with  a  musket.  There  was  little  excitement, 
bat  an  abiding  belief  that  the  place  could 
be  held,  and  a  stern  determination  to  hold 
it. 

On  Tuesday  night  Hon.  A.  G.  Watkins, 
for  several  years  a  Representative  in  Congress 
for  the  upper  District,  and  a  Dr.  Harris,  were 
brought  in  custody  to  Knoxville  and  lodged 
in  jail,  charged  with  directing  the  party  of 
rebel  scouts  upon  a  squad  of  unarmed  one 
hundred  days  recruits  at  Mossy  Creek,  nine 
of  whom  wers  murdered  in  cold  blood,  after 
having  surrendered  without  resistance.  The 
railroad  is  uninterrupted  above  Philadelphia. 
—  Chattanooga  Gazette. 


Atmospheric  Concussion. 

A  correspondent  of  the  National  Intelli- 
gencer communicates  lo  that  paper  the  fol- 
lowing paper,  in  response  to  an  article  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute  i 

The  learned  Secretary  of  the  Smithson* 
ian  Institution,  in  some  meteorological  ob- 
servations, published  the  other  day  in  your 
paper,  alludes  to  a  current  opinion  that  rain 
may  be  produced  by  the  firing  of  cannon. 
The  notion  that  rain  is,  in  some  way,  con- 
nected with  great  battles  was  entertained  by 
the  ancients  when  no  cannon  were  used. 
Plutarch,  in  his  Life  of  C.  Marius,  says:  "It 
is  observed,  indeed,  that  extraordinary  rains 
generally  fall  alter  great  battles;  whether  it 
be  that  gome  deity  chooses  to  wash  and 
purify  the  earth  with  water  from  above,  or 
whether  the  blood  and  corruption,  by  the 
moist  and  heavy  vapors  they  emit,  thicken 
the  air,  which  is  liable  to  be  altered  by  the 
smallest  cause  "  Plutarch's  explanation  of 
the  supposed  tact  is  not  very  satislactory  to 
a  physicist  of  this  time.  But  his  own  ob 
servations  contain  a  cause  that  tue  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  says  might 
possibly  connect  a  great  battle  with  rain  in 
physical  sequence.  "If,  however,  the  air 
(says  the  Secretary)  is  surcharged  with 
moisture,  rtn-1  the  atmosphere  is  in 
the  unstable  condition  which  immedi- 
ately precede  rain,  then  a  violent  com- 
motion or  an  upward  current  of  air  pro 
duced  by  a  large  fire  may  bring  on  rain 
which  might  in  some  rare  instances  not 
otherwise  have  fallen."  The  shouts  of  an- 
cient armies,  and  the  clash  and  clangor  of 
their  arms,  produced  nearly  as  great  com- 
motion in  the  atmosphere  as  the  firing  of 
cannon  in  a  modern  battle.  Plutarch,  in  his 
Life  of  Flaimnius,  says:  '  The  hyperbolical 
accounts  that  have  often  been  given  of  loud 
shouts  were  verified  on  that  occasion.  For 
the  crows,  when  they  happened  to  be  flying 
over  their  heads,  fell  into  the  theatre.  For 
the  sound  of  many  united  voices  being  vio- 
lently strong  the  parts  of  the  air  are  sepa- 
rated by  it,  and  a  void  is  left  which  affords 
the  birds  no  support.  Or  perhaps  the  force 
of  the  sound  strikes  the  birds  like  an  arrow, 
and  kills  them  in  an  instant.  Or  possibly  a 
circular  motion  is  caused  in  the  air,  as  a 
whirlwind  is  pronounced  in  the  sea  by  the 
agitation  of  a  storm."  And  in  his  Life  of 
Pompey  Plutarch  says:  "When  birds  fall  on 
such  occasions  it  is  not  because  the  air  is  so 
divided  as  to  leave  a  vacuum,  but  rather  be- 
cause the  sound  strikes  them  like  a  blow." 
If  the  shouts  of  the  multitude  in  the  Roman 
theatre  could  produce  such  effects  as  here 
mentioned  by  Plutarch,  how  much  greater 
must  have  been  the  effect  of  the  noise  of 
an  ancient  battle  in  disturbing  the  atmos- 
phere? I  recall  these  remarks  of  Plutarch 
merely  for  the  curious  inquirer  in  physics. 


Wat  Hews  and  Army  Items 

August  29.— On  the  24th  instant,  while  a 
division  of  the  Second  Corps  were  scattered 
along  the  Wcldon  Railroad,  a  large  force  of 
rebels  under  Hiil  charged  them,  and  a  stub- 
born fight,  drove  the  Federal  troops  back, 
capturing  several  cannon— the  rebel  sharp- 
shooters posted  in  cornfields  killing  the 
horses  Reinforcements  arriving  our  men 
regained  their  positions,  and  it  is  said  re- ' 
captured  the  guns.  The  official  reports  are 
ai  follows : 

Washington  August  27. — The  following  are  , 
official  dispatches  from  Gens.  Grant,  Meade 
and  Hancock  : 

Second  Amu/  Corps,  August  26. — To  Gen. 
Humphries. — The  attack  at  about  5:30  P.  M. 
was  probably  intended  to  be  simultaneous 
by  Wilson  on  my  center  and  Heath  on  the 
left.  The  enemy  formed  in  the  woods,  plac- 
ed their  artillery,  and  opened  a  heavy  fire, 
lasting  fifteen  minutes.  Miles'  force  resisted 
tenaciously,  but  the  enemy  broke  his  left. — 
Some  of  Gen  Gibbons'  troops  were  hurried 
over  to  repair  the  damage,  and  the  enemy 
only  gained  a  slight  foothold.  They  soon 
attacked  my  extreme  left,  and  drove  Gib- 
bons' division  from  his  line.  His  men  had 
been  much  wearied  in  rushing  over  to  Gen. 
Miles  and  back  during  the  repeated  assaults. 
Gen.  Gibbons  succeeded  in  forming  a  strong 
line.  The  enemy,  however,  pressed  on  with 
enthusiasm,  and  were  checked  by  dismount- 
ed cavalry  under  Gregory,  which  he  handled 
hamsomely.  Miles  regained  most  of  his  in- 
trenchments.  The  enemy  being  held  in 
check  by  artillery  and  dismounted  cavalry. 
At  dark  we  withdrew  for  reasons  stated. — 
The  Chief  of  Artillery  reports  the  lose  of  2,- 
500  horses. 

The  enemy  made  no  advance  up  to  a  late 
hour  last  night.  They  must  have  suffered 
heavily. 

My  own  loss,  including  cavalry,  will  not 
exceed  1,200,  or  1,500.  This  ie  surmise,  as  the 
command  has  not  been  reorganized.  Capt. 
Brownson,  of  ray  staff,  was  mortally  wound- 
ed, and  died  during  the  night.  Col.  Walk- 
er, A.  A.  G  ,  is  missing.  This  is  acknowl- 
edged to  have  been  one  of  the  most  deter- 
mined and  desperate  fights  of  the  war,  re- 
sembling Spottsylvania in  character,  though 
the  numbers  engaged  gives  less  importance 
to  it.  A  few  more  good  troops  would  have 
given  a  victory  of  considerable  importance. 
I  forward  this  morning  prisoners  from  Wil- 
cox's and  Heath's  divisions.  Major  Angell, 
of  my  staff',  saw  and  conversed  with  two 
prisoners  of  Mahone's  division  last  night, 
i  could  not  find  them  this  morning.  They 
said  that  Mahone's  division,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  brigade,  was  there.

The  following  has  just  been  received  : 
Second  Corps,  August  26—12:30  P.  M.— To 
Lt.  Gen.  U.  S.  Grant :  A  safeguard  who  was 
left  on  the  battle-field  remained  till  after  day 
light  this  morning.  At  that  lime  the  enemy 
had  all  disappeared,  leaving  their  dead  on 
the  field  unburied.  This  shows  how  severely 
they  were  punished,  and  doubtless  hearing 
of  the  arrival  of  our  re-inforcement,  they 
feared  the  results  of  today  if  they  remain' 
ed.

The  following  has  just  been  received: 
Second  Arnxy  Corps,  Aug.  26. — 1  P.  M. — To 
Lt.  Gen.  Grant-  Siuce  sending  my  last  dis 
patch  I  have  conversed  with  the  safeguard 
referred  lo  He  did  not  leave  the  battle 
field  till  after  sunrise.  At  that  time  nearly 
all  the  enemy  had  left,  moving  toward 
Petersburg.  He  says  they  abandoned  not 
only  their  dead  but  wounded  also.  He  con- 
versed with  an  officer  who  said  their  losses 
were  greater  than  ever  before  in  this  war. 
The  safeguard  says  he  was  over  the  field, 
which  was  covered  with  the  enemies  dead 
and  wounded.  He  has  seen  a  great  many 
battle  fields,  but  never  saw  such  a  sight. 
Nearly  all  of  the  enemie's  and  all  of  our 
wounded  were  brought  off,  but  our  dead 
were  unburied  I  have  instructed  Gregg  to 
make  an  effort  to  send  a  party  to  the  field  lo 
bury  ours.        G.  G.  MEADE,  Maj  Gen. 

Washington,  August  28. — Sfoj.  Gen.  Dix: — 
A  dispatch  from  Gen  Grant,  just  received, 
states  that  Richmond  papers  of  yesterday, 
the  27th,  announced  thai  Fort  Morgan  is  in 
our  possession.  It  is  not  known  whether 
the  fort  was  surrendered  or  whether  it  was 
blown  up.  Another  dispatch  gives  the  fol- 
lowing extract  from  the  Examiner  of  yes- 
terday ; 

"Fort  Morgan  is  in  the  enemy  a  possession; 
whether  it  was  blown  up  or  evacuated  is  not 
known." 

General  Sheridan,  in  a  dispatch  dated  the 
27th,  at  2:30  P.  M.,  reports  the  enemy  left 
my  front  last  night,  falling  back  to  Smith- 
field,  or  Middleway.  We  captured  101  pris- 
oners yesterday,  and  inflicted  a  loss  of  150 
killed  and  wounded.  There  have  been  a  fe"» 
feints  to  cross  the  river,  by  cavalry  at  Wil- 
liams, port,  but  there  was  no  strength  shown. 
Indications  to-day  are  that  they  will  fall  back 
out  of  the  Valley.  Other  reports  that  they 
are  leaving  the  Valley. 

Nothing  has  been  received  from  Sherman 
(or  two  days.  E.  M.  STANTON, 

Secretary  of  War. 

Washington  August  2S. — Warren's  position 
on  the  Weldon  road  is  impregnable  against 
the  attack  «f  the  whole  of  Lee'3  army, 
should  he  be  foolhardy  enough  to  make  it. 
Independent  movements  are  on  foot,  the  de- 
tails of  which  it  would  be  improper  lo  men- 
tion. Petersburg  papers  of  Friday,  while 
claiming  a  victory  on  Thursday,  and  the 
capture  of  over  two  thousand  prisoners,  ad- 
mit that  their  loss  was  very  heavy  in  killed 
and  wounded,  and  that  the  object  of  the  at- 
tack— the  capture  of  the  Weldon  road — was 
a  failure. 

Washington,  August  29. — Our  total  loss  on 
Thursday  will  not  exceed  2,000,  while  that 
of  the  enemy  is  supposed  to  be  about  5,000. 
We  still  hold  about  four  miles  of  the  Wel- 
don Railroad.  Deserters  who  came  in  yes 
terday  say  that  Gen.  Hill's  corps,  with  "two 
divisions  of  Lonstreet's  corps  and  Jeff. 
Davis's  Legion,  were  the  rebel  troops  engag 
ed  on  Thursday.  They  aslo  state  that  since 
the  Weldon  railroad  fell  into  our  posession 
pork  has  advanced  to  SO  and  beef  to  $S  a 
pound  in  Richmond.  Their  officers  say  it 
must  be  recaptured. 

It  was  rumored  at  Nashville,  on  the  28th, 
that  Gen.  Sherman  has  moved  a  portion  of 
his  army  to  the  vicinity  of  Red  Oak,  and  is 
advancing  upon  Atlanta  from  the  south.  It 
is  doubtless  his  intention  to  attack  the  city 
from  several  places  simultaneously.  No  offi 
cial  intelligence  from  Sherman's  movements 
have  yet  been  received. 

Washington,  Aug.  29  —  To  Maj.  Gen.  Di.c . 
The  capture  of  Fort  Morgan  is  fully  confirm 
ed  by  despatches  from  Gens.  Grant  and  Sher- 
man, who  learn  their  information  from  Rich- 
mond and  Mobile  papers.  It  appears  Irom 
Grant's  despatches  to  the  President,  just  re- 
ceived, that  Fort  Morgan  was  surrendered

The  latest  from  Sherman  represents  that 
their  recent  movements  to  occupy  the  rebel 
lines  of  supply  have  been  successful.

"Resolved,  That  we  are  opposed  to  all 
draft,  and  call  upon  the  democracy  of  the 
States  to  sustain  us  in  our  declaration;  if 
fight  we  must  we  will  fight  for  the  constitu- 
tion and  the  Union;  and  we  will  never  give 
any  aid  or  assistance  to  the  continuing  of 
this  unholy  and  unnatural  war  ;  that  we 
are  for  peace,  and  determined  to  have  peace. 

Thh  Derivation  of  the  Name  Farraout. 
A  correspondent  of  the  Chicago  Tribune 
gives  t lie  following  derivation  of  the  name 
of  the  gallant  Admiral,  whose  deeds,  re- 
cently and  more  remotely,  have  dono  so 
much  honor  lo  himself  ami  to  his  coun- 
try :— 

Farra  is  a  provincial  form  of  the  German 
verb  fahern — fara  or  farra  meaning  "lo  move 
upon  the  water,"  or  "to  sail."  Gut,  of  course 
is  pure  German,  and  means  good.  So  Far- 
ragut  is  equivalent  to  one  who  moves  well 
upon  the  water,  or  a  good  sailor." 

Uses  of  the  Northern  Peace  Party. — 
The  Atlanta  Register  can  see  no  difference 
between  the  results  of  the  Northern  peape 
partnership  and  the  Southern  armies.  It 
says 

"We  can  gain  nothing  by  denouncing 
them.  We  may  lose  much  by  presenting  a 
hostile  front  to  their  peace  movements.  Live 
with  them  under  the  same  Government  we 
never  will.  But  in  the  meanwhile,  it  Uiey 
use  the  ballot-box  against  Mr.  Lincoln, 
while  we  use  the  cartridge-box,  each  side 
will  be  a  helper  to  the  other,  and  both  co- 
operate in  accomplishing  the  greatest  work 
which  the  country  and  this  continent  have 
witnessed." 

A  Mercenart. — We  have  already  given  a 
brief  extract  from  a  letter  of  General  Buell, 
giving  the  reason  for  his  resigning  his  post  in 
the  army — but  the  main  cause  of  that  resig 
nation  was  not  given.  In  May,  1863,  a  com 
mission  was  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
conduct  of  the  General's  management  of  the 
army  in  Tennessee  and  Kentucky;  and  in 
April  last  he  was  ordered  to  join  the  army 
of  Sherman,  and  afterward  that  of  Canby, 
both  of  which  orders  he  refused  to  obey,  on 
the  score  that  both  these  generals  were  his 
juniors  in  rank.  He  was  then  notified  that 
he  was  mustered  out  of  his  position  of  Major 
General  of  Volunteers,  and  he  had  lo  resume 
that  of  Colonel  in  the  regular  army— where- 
upon he  resigned,  giving  as  a  reason  his  op- 
position to  the  manner  in  which  the  war  was 
conducted,  and  reiterating  the  usual  copper- 
head trash  upon  that  subject  But  it  is  very 
evident  that  he  was  willing  to  continue  to 
receive  his  pay  and  continue  in  the  army,  if 
he  could  have  shirked  duty  in  the  field;  he 
was,  however,  cut  down,  and  then  he  gave 
in,  and  published  a  false  reason  for  his  resig- 
nation. The  days  of  mercenary  meanest  are 
not  over,  as  Don  Carlos  Buell  clearly  proves.

We  hear  excellent  accounts  ol  this  gal- 
lant young  officer,  who  is  a  captain  in  the 
Fourth  Kentucky  Cavalry,  Col.  R.  W.  Coop- 
er. The  people  of  this  city,  his  native  place, 
are  proud  of  his  conduct  in  this  war.  The 
service  contains  no  more  promising  young 
man  than  Capt.  Bacon. 

A  citizen  of  this  city  has  received  a  letter, 
of  recent  date,  from  Col.  Lons  D.  Watkins, 
commanding  the  brigade  to  which  Capt. 
Badon  belongs.  In  this  letter  Col.  W.  re- 
lers  to  Capt.  B  ,  and  we  have  been  furinshed 
a  copy  of  that  part  of  the  letter.  Col.  Wat- 
kins's  commendation  is  worth  something. 
Col.  W  says: — 

Ever  since  Capt.  John  M  Bacon,  Fourth 
Kentucky  Cavalry  ,  has  been  in  my  com- 
mand— which  is  now  more  than  a  year,  I 
have  observed  with  interest  and  admiration 
his  general  deportment.  Always  ready,  wil- 
ling, gallant,  and  capable,  neither  his  im- 
mediate commander,  (Col.  Cooper,  nor  my- 
self, have  ever  hesitated  to  place  him  where 
men,  of  reliability  and  bravery  were  wanted; 
and  never  yet  have  either  of  us  had  occa- 
sion to  regret  having  confided  in  him;  but, 
on  the  contrary,  the  more  he  i,-  tried  the 
more  trustworthy  do  we  find  him. 

On  several  occasions  he  has  distinguished 
himself,  by  hie  gallantry  and  remarkable 
coolness  in  extreme  danger.  At  Chickaman 
ga,  after  my  brigade  had  been  overwhelmed 
by  superior  numbers,  and  was  scattered  in 
confusion  in  every  direction,  he  was  always 
to  be  found  at  the  post  of  danger  striving, 
by  his  fearless  bearing  and  cheering  wofds, 
to  rally  his  men  and  encourage  them  to 
turn  again  and  face  the  storm  of  leaden 
hail,  which  was  being  poured  from  the  rifles 
of  a  body  of  men  more  than  ten  times  as 
great  as  our  entire  force.  At  Lafayette, 
Georgia,  on  24th  June  last,  he  commanded 
a  detachment  of  one  hundred  men  from  his 
regiment;  and  there  is  no  man,  however 
long  he  may  have  been  a  soldier,  who  could 
have  disposed  them  to  better  advantage,  or 
could  have  handled  them  more  skillfully 
during  the  fight,  than  he  did; — and  I  feel 
under  many  obligations  to  him  for  the  val- 
uable assistance  rendered  on  that  day,  by 
himself  and  thegallant  band  beheaded.

upon  Sumter,  the  Richmond  Whig  said  of 
the  Northern  people  :

BBSfBenuette,  the  guerrilla  chief,  with 
twenty  four  men  dashed  into  Owensboro',  on 
th*  afternoon  of  the  27th  August,  killed 
three  negro  soldiers,  a  little  son  of  Mr.  Stout, 
knocked  down,  beat  and  shot  at  a  number 
of  persons;  burnt  the  wharf  boat,  destroying 
a  great  deal  of  property,  and  robbed  people 
of  money,  watches,  etc.  They  also  robbed 
Lewisport  and  Hawesville.  Capt.  Jim  Wi! 
■on  is  after  the  band,  and  woe  be  to  them  if 
he  overtakes  it. 

A  gang  of  rebel  marauders,  under  Pete 
Everett,  robbed  the  store  of  Crane  A  Co.,  at 
Hilliboro',  on  the  25th  August,  of  goods  to 
the  amount  of  over  $2,000. 

On  Sunday  night,  the  2Slh,  tweuty-tit  .■ 
marauding  rebels,  under  Pratt,  dashed  into 
Taylorsville.  They  were  met  bv  a  discharge 
of  musketry  from  a  detachment  ol  Anderson 
Home  Guards.  The  Home  Guards  took  ref- 
uge in  the  Court  House,  anil  a  desultory  fire 
was  kept  up  between  the  parties  all  night. — 
At  daylight  the  rebels  left.  No  killed — no 
wounded,  on  either  side. 

At  our  latest  information  the  guerrillas 
had  not  returned  to  Shelbyville.  On  their 
retreat,  we  are  told,  they  stole  horses  from 
Col.  B.  M.  Hall,  Mr.  Taggart,  and  others  — 
They  represented  themselves  as  belonging  to 
Col.  John  Mason  Brown's  Forty  fifth  Ken 
tucky,  and  said  they  had  had  a  fight  with 
Jesse's  men  Jand  got  scattered  '.  They  also 
said,  that  they  had  lost  four  men.  We  are 
inlormed  that  just  outside  of  Shelby  ville,  one 
of  the  retreating  scoundrels  was  seen  by  a 
lady  to  leave  the  road,  and  make  across  a 
strip  of  woods  to  a  cornfield.  He  kepi  his 
hands  to  his  side  ami  abdomen,  and  stopped 
several  limes  to  rest,  as  if  wounded,  or  sick. 
It  is  thought  he  was  badly  wouuded,  and 
was  the  fourth  man  the  guerrillas  reported 
tbey  had  lost.    Three  were  left  in  town  dead 

The  Chicago  Convention. 

The  Cincinnati  papers  o!  Monday  ha  ve 
copious  despatches  from  Chicago,  detailing 
the  doings,  of  the  seething  multitude  gathered. 
We  have  no  space  for  them.  All  the  sore- 
heads in  the  country  seem  to  be  there,  fully 
charged  with  speeches,  and  the  vilest  treaeon 
is  uttereJ  on  all  occasions.  The  records  that 
are  now  being  made  at  Chicago  should  be 
carefully  preserved  by  Union  men  It  was 
likely  the  Convention,  in  its  platform,  would 
dodge  the  issue,  and  the  speeches  will  be 
mportant  evidence  of  the  intentions  of  the 
eadera  The  indications  on  Sunday  night 
were  that  McClellan  would  be  nominated  for 
President,  with  Guthrie  or  Pendleton  for 
Vice,  and  that  the  platlorm  would  dodge  the 
war  question  In  this  event  the  candidate 
and  platform  would  be  well  matched.

AN  ACT  to  restrict  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
of  Claims,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
certain  demands  for  Quartermasters'  stores  and 
subsistence  supplies  furnished  to  ths  army  of 

the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Settate  and  Utuee  of  Repre 
eentaticteofthe  United  Statee  of  America  in  Congrett 
ateembled,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of 
Claims  shall  not  extend  to  or  inolude  any  claim 
against  the  United  States  growing  out  ol  the  do 
struction  or  appropriation  of,  or  damage  to,  prop- 
erty by  the  army  or  navy,  or  any  part  of  the 
army  or  navy,  engaged  in  the  suppression  of  the 
rebellion,  from  the  commencement  to  the  close 
thereof. 

Seo'2.  And  be  itfurther  enacted,  That  all  claims 
of  loyal  citizens  in  States  not  in  rebellion,  for 
Quartermasters'  stores  actually  furnished  to  the 
army  of  the  United  States,  and  reoeipted  for  by 
the  proper  oflioer  receiving  the  same,  or  which 
may  have  been  taken  by  such  officers  without  giv- 
ing such  receipt,  may  be  submitted  lo  the  Quar- 
termaster General  of  the  United  States,  accom- 
panied with  such  proofs  as  each  claimant  can  pre- 
sent of  the  facts  iu  his  case;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Quartermaster  General  to  caase  such 
claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  convinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  the  claimant  and  that 
the  stores  have  been  actually  received  or  taken 
for  tbe  use  of  and  used  by  said  army,  then  to  re- 
port each  case  to  the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treas- 
ury, with  a  recommendation  for  settlement. 

Sec.  3.  ^Iik/  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims 
of  loyal  citiiens  in  States  not  in  rebellion  for  sub- 
sistence actually  furnished  to  said  army,  and  re 
ceipted  for  by  the  proper  officer  reoeiving  the 
same,  or  which  may  have  been  taken  by  such 
officers  without  giving  such  receipt,  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
accompanied  with  such  proof  as  each  claimant 
may  have  to  offer;  and  it  shall  be  tbe  duty  of  the 
Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  to  cause  each 
claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  convinced  that  it  is 
just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  the  claimant,  and  that 
the  stores  have  been  received  or  taken  actually 
for  the  use  of  and  used  by  said  army ,  then  to  re- 
port each  case  for  payment  to  the  Third  Auditor 
of  the  Treasury,  with  a  recommendation  for  set- 
tlement.

Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  tho  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wide  a  field  where  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  We  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  tho  moans  employed,  whilst  we  see 
they  are  suggested  by  a  sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish tho  authority  of  the  Government.  In  a 
word,  we  wish  fo  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  tho  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoioing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  tboso  true  Union  mon  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
oecasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  arc  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a  majority  are  with  us.  The  object 
of  this  paper  is  to  give  organization  to  that  ma- 
jority, and  to  develope  into  political  action 
the  convictions  which,  in  their  hearts  the  people 
cherish.
